Italian troops were reported to have mutinied at Milan today for 
the first time in Italy’s bitter crisis over war or peace, and as the 
internal struggle took a graver turn, President Roosevelt again voiced 
willingness to treat for an end to hostilities. 
Simultaneously, Mr. Roosevelt issued a virtual ultimatum to neutral 
nations not to offer asylum to leaders of the Axis powers. 
Mr. Roosevelt said that when the time comes he was willing to 
treat for peace with a king, prime minister or even a mayor of a city 
—so long as he is not a member of the Fascist party. 
As the Italian crisis mounted, Prime Minister Churchill held a 
sudden post-midnight meeting of the British cabinet at No. IO Downing 
street, starting at 1:30 a. rn., amid signs of a major turn in develop­ 
ments.

It is with a feeling of real pleasure public library 
officials announce that the work of two of W arren s 
noted artists is being displayed there at the present 
time, and it is urged that the public take advantage of 
the opportunity to inspect them, knowing the extensive 
local interest in the products of these talented young 
women. 
We are indebted to a member of the library staff 
for the following descriptive article regarding the dis- 
play: 
Particularly lovely is the piece by Gene Alden \\ alker. 
Deborah in Costume, a portrait in oils, was done last 
summer at Cape Cod, where Miss Walker is again at 
work. Competing with 3000 entries in the Annual Mid­ 
summer Exhibit of the National Academy of Design, 
it was awarded the Isaac N. Maynard Portrait Prize 
as one of the two best portraits in the show. 
It is 
judged by many as representing her very finest work. 
Delicacy of tone combined with a sure strengtli show 
the artist’s mastery of her medium. 
Her colour treat­ 
ment is as usual lovely with an expert handling of 
textures, flesh, the soft play of light and shade. 
And 
most important is her genius for catching the essential 
quality of her subject. Many will recall the same little 
Deborah of one of Miss Walker's most appealing por­ 
traits in her exhibit in the library art gallery two yeais 
ago. 
There have been many expressions of pleasure at 
the opportunity of seeing examples of Marian Sanford s 
work. 
The two pieces of sculpture exhibited are elo­ 
quent evidence of her genius. 
One piece, The Harvest, 
was also exhibited at the National Academy of Design 
Annual Exhibition in 1943. 
Its quality was recognized 
bv the Pennsylvania Academy ol Fine Arts in Phila­ 
delphia when a duplicate was secured for their perma­ 
nent collection.

bill, The American Federationist, 
official organ of the A. F. of L. 
warned: 
“We shall endeavor to vote out 
of office any member of Congress 
who supports this bill.” 
Pressure Coes On 
Now union labor—-A. F. of L., 
C.I.O., and Railway Brotherhoods 
—has gone to work to put on the 
pressure. Immediate goal is to 
prevent Congress from “scuttling 
the subsidy-price rollback pro­ 
gram” when it reconvenes in Sep­ 
tember. Long-range objective is 
to block I ostile legislation and 
to rejuvenate organized labor’s 
admittedly waning strength in 
the political field. 
Richard T. Frankensteen, legis­ 
lative director for the United 
Automobile, Aircraft and Agri­ 
cultural Implement W o r k e r s 
(C.I.O.), is sending to members 
of his union the voting record of 
Senators and Representatives on 
“20 major issues together with 
the admonition that they see their 
Senator and Congressman, praise 
him or warn him, depending on 
his vote.”

Keating, a former Congressman

Farmers Strong In South 
The South has long been tabbed 
a.> farm-minded and, to a certain 
extent, anti-union although New 
Deal pro-labor measures received 
substantial support from south­ 
ern Congressmen before the “re­ 
volt against Roosevelt.” 
Labor leaders contend, how­ 
ever, that the economic picture 
in the South has changed a great 
deal, particularly since the onset 
of the war industry boom. South­ 
ern textile, chemical, steel, alu­ 
minum, shipbuilding and other 
factories employ large numbers 
of workers. Unionists say the 
vote of these workers could well 
furnish the margin of victory in 
many a close primary contest for 
a Congressional nomination. 
Some CTO. unions are concen­ 
trating this rummer on enlisting 
.support among northern Sena­ 
tors for the bill to abolish the 
poll tax. They count on elimina­ 
tion of the pol- tax in southern 
states “to bring to the polls many 
t h o u s a n d s of new white and 
Negro voters whose interests arc 
the same as our interests.” 
Pressure is also being put on 
Republican Senators and Rep;e- 
sentatives from 
industrial dis­ 
tricts to back the subsidy-price 
ceiling program against expected 
onslaughts from the farm bloc 
this fall.

Important Information for Employers on 


WITHHELD TAXES 


The Federal Reserve Bank is now in a position to fur­ 
nish employers with the names of authorised depositary 
banks at which withheld taxes m ty he deposited. 


DEPOSITS 


Any employer, irrespective of the amount withheld 
monthly, may make deposits at any of these depositary 
banks. 


Every employer who withholds more than HOO dur­ 
ing the month must pay. within IO days after the close 
of each calendar month, to an authorized depositary 
bank, all funds withheld as taxes during that calendar 
month. 


The depositary account into which all employers will 
deposit withheld taxes is known as a “Withheld Tax 
Account” and is under the control of the Federal 
Reserve Bank as Fiscal Agent of the United States. 


Deposits in this account will be permitted to accu­ 
mulate until a balance of $5,000 Is reached, at which 
time the depositary bank must remit the entire balance 
to the Federal Reserve Bank for credit to the account 
of the Treasurer of the United States. 


All such employers’ deposits must be made in funds 
immediately available at this Federal Reserve point. 


The depositary will not be required to accept from 
employers funds which are not immediately available 
to the depositary at the time of such payment. Treasury 
Notes, Tax Series, or other public debt securities of 
the United States, will not be s crept rd by depositaries 
ss payment. 


RECEIPTS 


The Depositary bank will issue to each employer for 
each payment of withheld taxes an official Depositary 
Receipt, at the same time forwarding to the Federal 
Reserve Bank a duplicate copy and retaining a third 
copy of the receipt for the Depositary Bank's own 
record. 


Lech deposit#ry receipt will be dated as of the day 


the funds are credited to the depositary account.

In the event the original depositary receipt ta lost, 
stolen, or destroyed the employer will be issued a 
duplicate receipt upon proper application and sub­ 
mission of inquired evidence to the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 


The employer should request the depositary bank to 
make out all receipts in the same name that tha 
employer will use in filing his return. 


A record of the complete serial number appearing on 
each receipt should be k^pt by the employer, for this 
serial number must be quoted in any correspondence 
which might be necessary concerning this payment. 


TAX RETURN 


On or before the last day of the month following tha 
close of each quarter of each calendar year, every 
employer is required to make a return to the Collector 
of Internal Revenue, covering the aggregate amount 
of taxes withheld during that quarter, and attach to 
such return, as payment for the taxes shown thereon, 
receipts issued by the authorized depositary bank 
evidencing the payment of funds withheld as taxes. 


NOW QUALIFIED 


Warren Rank and Trust Company has qualified as a 
Depositary Bank and is authorized to receive Withheld 
Tax deposit# for the account of tile government. This 
service is available to employers at this Bank.
